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Tinkering With | 
Canadian Constitution 


By R. T. ELLIOTT, K.C 


Surveying the unfortunate results of the policies of his admin- 
istration, the Prime Minister announces that we need a change in 
the Canadian Constitution. This is just a mistake; what we really 
need is a change in the Canadian administration so as to remove 
wreed-crazed tariff special privileges and io lift the interest load 
these being the factors strangling commerce and wiping out prop- 
erty values from the Atlantic to the Pacific. 

The sky-high tariff; the customs rulings as to valuations for 
duty purpoges; the contraction of the currency to an extent pre- 
venting the commencement df any works of construction; the 
monopoly of credit creating a “superior credit” for superior beings 
with distress and destitution for the rank and file; can all be 
remedied at the present session of parliament in perfectly lawful 
exercise of power given by the present constitution 

Until these things are done, und the rank and file are given 
a break by means whereof they can get back to work at living 
wages and salaries, there is no sense in suggesting that all the 
present abuses be left in full working destructive force; and that 
Ottawa be given new powers to create new loads on the public. 

Under the present Canadian Constitution there is full power 
to give us fair government and efficient government; all the 
trouble hag come from diverting these powers from impartial 
public service into credit monopoly, curreney contraction, tariff 
special privilege, and provocative trade restrictions against nations 
formerly large buyers of Canadian exports. 

Therefore what is urgently needed is a change of policy and 
not a change in the Constitution.

In this case both players | 
were engaged in their game on the 
course and one of them was struck | 
by a ball which came from the club | 
of a player on another fairway, | 

A case of more than usual in- 
terest is reported from ‘way down | 
in Tennesee where a laundress sued 
to collect on two accident policies | 
held by her husband who collapsed | 
on a golf course and died of sun- | 
stroke. The federal court of the 
eastern Tennesee district held that 
an attack of sunstroke during a 
game of golf was not an accident 
within the meaning of an accident 
insurance policy. The supreme 
court of the United States is now 
to deal with the matter, the lady 
having appealed and the higher 
court having agreed to hear the 
case, Sunstroke on golf courses is 
by no means unknown and the de-| 
cision of the United States supreme | 
court will be read with consider- 
able interest by Canadian golfers | 
when it is announced. |
